Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: agreed that the elimination of "except front and back faces disposed 
in the length direction of the fastener tape" would overcome the 1 12 second paragraph rejection. Some agreement 
was reached with respect to the art rejections based on Kondo in view of Carlilie. Agreed that Kondo teaches away 
from having any protrusions on the outer periphery of the stopper (column 2, lines 64-end and column 3, lines 1-4) and 
therefore there would be no motivation to combine. However, upon receipt of an after final amendment, the examiner 
might have to conduct a further search for a primary reference that has stoppers without the teaching of having a 
smooth outer periphery. If found the combination of this new reference in view of Carlilie would have the motivation to 
combine and would meet the limitations of the claims . 
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
